Stormy Personal Colloquy 


in the Senate 


LED BY CASTER OF MONTANA 


The House Still Occupied With the 


Van Horiie-Tarsiiey Contest 


Election Case. 


WABIUKGTON, February 26.—The tariff 


crisis in the senate brought another day 
of intensely dramatic action, of impetu- 
ous debate and of stormy personal col- 
loquy. The speech of Senator Carter of 
Montana, one of the five Republican 
senators who voted against proceeding 
with the tariff bill, wag the main formal 
event of the day. There waa added in- 
terest in the speech, owing to Mr. Car- 
ter's position aa chairman of national 
committee. 
Tbe senator ueed very 


plain words in denouncing what he 
termed the move to drive him and hifl 
flilver associates out of the Republican 
party. This, however, wae but the pre- 
lude to more stirring events. 


Mr. Carter closed at 2.15 o'clock and 


was greeted with hearty applause from 
the crowded galleries and congratula- 
tions from'a number of hia colleagues. 


Hoar immediately roae to question 


Mr. Cartfcr, The Massachusetts senator 
prefaced his question by referring to his 
long continued support of a protection 
to wool, even when the representatives 
of western wool growing states voted for 
free wool. Mr. Hoar took up the charge 
of Mr. Carter that eastern Republicans 
bad been false to the platform of 1892. 
Bid the Montana senator mean, asked 
Hoar, that the construction placed on 
that platform by President Harrison 
was false and illusive? 
The senator, Carter, baa referred to 


Republican senators joining President 
Cleveland, but Mr. Hoar called atten- 
tion to the overwhelming 
majority

England had given against Mr. Cleve- 
land's party.

understand him to eay that if he fails to 
convince his Republican associates, he 
then proposes to say to us 'You shall not 
pass any protective tariff bill unless you 
surrender your convictions to ua.' If a 
protective tariff bill is hereafter pre- 
sented, lair and just, on wool, lead or 
fruit and the various industries of the 
west, does the senator mean to say that 
he will not let that bill p&es unless we 
eurrender our convictions to him?" 


Mr. Carter secured the floor as soon 


as Mr. Hoar closed and, amid impress- 
ive silence, began a measured «"'.' d«- 
liberate reply. 
After expressing his 


sense of honor at being thus interrogat- 
ed by the veteran Mr. Hoar, Mr. Carter 
added that while Republicans who be- 
lieved that the party platform might be 
carried to its full fruition by direct act of 
congress, would not be wholly satined 
with the admtsaiou and the purposes of 
Mr. Harrison, they did feel and were 
led lo feel by hia constant efforts, that 
the administration wae honestly seeking 
to give expression to Republican opin- 
ion on the financial question. 


Mr. Carter further stated that the in- 


terpretation placed on the Minneapolis 
platform bv the Republicans of the 
East would lead them to wipe out the 
last vestige of legislation favorable to 
eilvcr. With such" a construction of the 
Minneapolis plaUprm, the silver Repub- 
licans were at war now, and would con- 
tinue to be at war. 
At this point Mr. Gear interjected the 


question : "Does not tho senator know 
that the Minneapolis platform 
was 


drawn largely by two senators on this 
floor, one from Nevada (Jones), the 
other from Colorado (Teller), and that 
they were sntisllod with that platform? 


"Admitted," responded Mr. Carter, 


"but neither of theee senators under- 
stand, with their knowledge of tlie En- 
glish language and what it ordinarily 
meane, that the platform could be con- 
strued into total obliteration of all leg- 
islation on the statute books in favor of 
silver." 
, 
Mr. Gear— But the senator from Col- 


orailo thought he could carry Colorado 
for the Republican ticket on that plat- 


repudiated by the Republican party in 
congress. It wat taken aa meaning that 
at least at eoiue time in the future and 
under some conditions the party would 
take a stand for free coinage. The party 
had done nothing to justify this hope, 
but, on the contrary, there was now a 
demand on the part of the eastern Re- 
publicans aud those of the party who 
interpreted the platform as favorable to 
silver should be turned out of the party. 
Sherman followed Teller, saying that 


the newspaper extract quoted from bad 
represented correctly. He said he be- 
lieved in the use of both metals to as 
great an extent as was possible, and at 
the eame time maintain thia parity. 
Sherman discussed the meaning of bi- 
metallism. 


Mr. Sherman said that every state 


east of the Missouri river wag in favor 
of bimetallism. They had come about 
slowly, for the free silver idea at one 
time held strong influence in the weal 
and in his own state. The senator said 
be believed tfiat even Colorado would 
soon refuse to urge a depreciated dollar 
and would follow the couree of other 
states for true bimetallism. Mexico had 
began to show the revulsion of feeling 
against a depreciated money. 


Teller was on his feet as Mr. Sherman 


closed. 


"Tbe senator from Obio cannot divert 
ine," said Mr. Teller, "by bis old silver 
speech, the same one he has been deliv- 
ering for twenty years; the same oue I 
have heard so often before." 


Teller declared that the definitions of 


bimetallism by Sherman were errone- 
ous, were contrary to thore accepted at 
state and national conventions, contrary 
to the accepted understanding of France 
and other foreign countries. The Re- 
publican party could not be stultified, 
said Mr. Teller, by the deception and 
fraud and the "bunco game" of the Sin- 
gle gold standard advocates. With im- 
passioned tones, aud addressing himself 
to Mr. Sherman, Mr. Teller repudiated 
the suggestion that the state of Colorado 
would ever accept the dishonest inter- 
pretation of bimetallism here presented, 
and if it did, added Teller, he woulii 
cease to represent that state in the 
United States senate. 


"The senator (Sherman) speaks of the 


death of silver." exclaimed Teller, "but 
I warn him that he will find a lively 
corpse to rise up ami haunt him. Tho 
safety of the Republican party lies in 
adherence to honest, sound money made 
up of the two metaU, aide by side, as 
fitom time immemorial. But if the Re- 
publican party puts itself under the 
leadership of the senator from Ohio 
(Sherman) the glory of the past will be 
obliterated by that infamy.*' 


At 3.30 o'clock the Cuban question, 


which had been laid aside since 2 
o'clock, secured the right of way, and 
White, Democrat of California, ad- 
dressed the senate. 


While expressing his sympathy for 
the Cubans m their struggle, he urged 
the need of an orderly procedure. 
The 


senator gave much attention to the legal 
passes involved in the recognition of 
belligerency. He argued that it was 
net for the senate to presume that the 
President would not recognize the bel- 
ligerency should 
circumstances war- 


rant. 
White had not concluded when, at 5 


o'clock, the senate went into executive 
session, and a few minutes afterward 
adjourned until tomorrow.

'The Kid" Was Twenty Years Old, 


"Dead Game and Ready 


to Die."

WASHINGTON, February 2ti.—The Van 


Horne-Tarsney contested election cane 
from the Kansas City, Mo., district oc- 
cupied the attention of the house today.

Continuing Mr. Carter made a brief 


reply to Mr. Hoar's question whether,

sorrow upon the aad spectacle. With 
this remark Mr. Carter took bis seat, 
and Hoar declared in earnest tones that 
"not 2 per cent of the people of the east 
would go with Grover Cleveland. Wo 
.are not gold monoinetalliata," he waj 
proceeding to say when interrupted by 
Mr. Teller, by the remark that this was 
strange in view of the support the ma- 
jority of the eastern Republicans in 
congress had given the President. 


"We deny that," retorted Hoar, who 


then went on to contend that the Re- 
publicans of the east believe in n double 
Standard of value, in accordance with 
the constitution and ttie doctrine as 
promulgated by Alexander Hamilton. 


Teller obtained the floor to explain 
his connection with tho formation of the 
Republican platform of 1892. He said 
he had dratted the first part of the 
financial plank reading: "The Ameri- 
can people from tradition and intent 
favor bimetallism and the Republican 
party demands the uee of both gold and 
silver aa standard money" and that its 
insertion in the platform had been se- 
cured by the joint efforts of himself and 
. Senator Jones of Nevada after they had 
labored with the committee on resolu- 
tions all night, to Bftcuro a declaration 
for free coinage. He was, h-) said, not 
responsible for the mollifications of this 
declaration. 
Ho, however, considered

DALLAS, Tex., February[26.—A special 


to the News from Wichita Falls, Texas, 
says: At 8.30 o'clock tonight a mob of 
several thousand persons attacked the 
jail here where Foster Crawford aud 
'The Kid" were confined. After a show 
of resistance on the part of the authori- 
ties the mob battered in the jail doors 
and forcibly took possession of the pris- 
oners. The two men were taken to the 
bank which they attempted to rob yes- 
terday and an improvised scaffold was 
erected. The* first impulse of the half 
crazed mob was to burn the prisoners 
but calmer counsel prevailed. Yells, of 
'Hang 'The Kid' first," went up. Then 
otbers "no, hang the oldest first." "The 
Kid" refused to say a word and those 
having him in charge yanked him onto 
the box. The scene was a horrid one. 
He had high heeled boots, black pants 
and a deep red flannel shirt, which 
added a gruesome brilliancy to the scene. 
In a moment the rope was about big 
neck and a man who some say looked 
like one of the men whose horses had 
been taken yesterday shinned up a tele- 
graph poiti and fixed the end of the rope 
across the cross bar. All this time "The 
Kid" was jeering at the crowd, laughing 
and cursing. He never quivered. He 


asked what he wanted and was told 


he would be given a hearing. 


He said: "By— that's all right. If 


you are impatient, swing me up DOW. 
I 


ain't afraid to die, not a bit of it. Pull 
the rope, by—." 


A voice in the audience said: "You 


are going to die now. Tell us your 
name." 


"The Kid"—1 don't give a d— if I do. 
It's Younger Lewis, and my father and 
mother reside in Neoaho, Mo. 


"Any message?" from a voice in the 


crowd. 
"Well,tell my father I was not scared 


a bit, and that I died like a uervy 
man." 


"Anything for your mother?" 
"No, not a word. She will see the 


message to the old man. Say, you 
tmiuwH, go »iiu look in that dugout and 
you will find $10,000. 
"The Kid," or Younger Lewis, as he 


at the last moment called himself, con- 
tinued chatting and laughing with the 
crowd, poking fun at the men, and then 
some one yelled, "Time is up." 


The Kid said: "I am 20 years ol age. 


I am dead game and ready to die; no 
ahead." 
In an instant he was pulled up above 


the throng. 
He never quivered or 


kicked. He just went up lu the air and 
there he is hanging now. He waa the 
oooliMit. m«n in t.hfl £rnwd. . 
All the while Crawford was a spectator 


of the scene. He began to weaken and 
confessed, (riving some valuable infor- 
mation. He placed tho responsibility 
for the crime on "Tlie Kid." The mob 
shoved him up to the improvised plat- 
form next to tho bank be attempted to 
rob and his head was about on a level 
with the dangling feet of his compan. 
ion. 
He asked for Captain Burnett. 


The hitter was a spectator in tha crowd. 
He went to Crawford ami bad a long 
talk. Crawford' bad worked on IJur- 
nett's ranch for years and was a trusted 
man. He began stealing his employer's 
stock, however, and associating with 
territory outlaws. The two parted com 
puny. 
Crawford confessed to tho robbery 


but denied the murder. Ho was 
« 


small man, poorly clad, with red fflci 
and short clipped black mustache. 


When they Wan to look for a second 


rope ho begged (or whisky. It was given 
him. 
He talked and tlien begged for 


more, lie aciiin addressed the crowd 
in Comanclie, English and Spanish. 
Thofio who understood him say his ut- 
terances were incoherent. The rope 
BOOH arrived and it was put about his 
neck. He fell forward either in a faint 
or from the effects of the liquor be had 
drunk. He was soon strung up along 
with hie companion, and their bodies 
still dangle in mid air.

Producere' Company, have been at work 
trying to effect an organization among 
themselves whereby tbe disposal of tbe 
corning crop of raisins can be controlled 
by them. Tbe purpose is to prevent 
ruinous competition among themselves 
mil bold tbe market for better prices. 


The improvement of the raisin business 


ia of vital importance to them as well 
as to tbe growers. It ia believed tbat by 
proper business methods the market can 
be controlled and good prices secured. 
To ship and eell raisins through one 
channel, practically free from competi- 
tion, is the main object. 


The organization, or pool, has not 


been perfected aa yet, but the steps to 
that end are well under way. The pack- 
ers have bad three meetings already. 
This movement is a result of the agita- 
tion of the question started by the Hun- 
dred Thousand club a few weeks ago. 


A, L. Hobba of Hobba & Parsone 


disclosed tbe situation at tbe meet- 
ing of the club last night. As bad 
been decided at the last meeting, tbe 
raisin question was made tbe special or- 
der of business last night. 


K. F. Bernhard opened the discussion 


by stating that he bad been told yester- 
day of tbe proposed organization among 
the packers. He moved tbat tbe pack- 
ers therefore bu invited to address the 
club on their proposition. 


Mr. Hobba spoke of tbe efforts of the 


packers to form tbe organization. The 
proposition is, he said, to form a stock 
company of the packers, each firm to 
have shares in proportion to tbe amount 
of their pack last year. Tbo Producers 
Company refused to entertain the prop- 
osition. Tbeir pack last year was about 
500 cars out of 3700. Mr. Hobbs also 
stated tbat tbe packers are acting in the 
interests of the growers as well as them- 
selves. To form an effective organize 
tion of the growers has repeatedly been 
proven impossible,- said Mr. Hobbs 
Salvation of the industry can only be 
secured through substantial business 
methods.
